HOW  TO  USE  TfflS  BOOK, 

Did  you  ever  play  the  old-fashioned  game  of  "  Throwing  Light  "  ? 

It's  like  this. 

The  leader  remarks,  "  I'm  thinking  of  a  mighty  hunter." 

"  Nimrod !  "  immediately  shouts  a  cock-sure  person.  "  Leatherstock- 
ing!  "  "  Daniel  Boone!  "  say  others. 

The  leader  shakes  his  head  and  calmly  proceeds.  "  He  is  dead  now. 
He  was  a  writer,  and  he  was  descended  from  a  Georgia  family." 

"  Frank  L.  Stanton !  "  comes  a  hasty  interruption,  but  the  leader  goes 
on. 

"  Stanton  wasn't  a  hunter,  so  far  as  I  know.  This  man  was  of  Dutch 
descent.  He  was  in  very  poor  health  when  a  boy,  but  became  very  strong 
through  exercise." 

"  Robert  Louis  Stevenson,"  timidly  remarks  some  one  without  much 
thought.     The  leader  disregards  him  and  continues. 

"  He  lived  in  New  York  City  and  became  a  well-known  traveller  and 
explorer." 

"  Henry  M.  Stanley ! "  a  confident  voice  pipes  up. 

The  leader  says,  "  Not  so  bad,  but  Stanley  fails  to  fit  in  several  points. 
The  man  I  am  thinking  of  had  poor  eyes  and  remarkably  good  teeth.  He 
graduated  from  Harvard.  He  lived  on  a  ranch."  Here  the  leader  begins 
to  speak  fast.  "  He  was  a  civil  service  reformer.  He  was  a  police  commis- 
sioner. He  was  a  soldier.  He  was  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  He 
was  governor.     He  was  Vice-President.     He  was  President.     He  flourished 

'  the  big  stick.'     He ."     But  probably  long  before  the  leader  reaches 

this  point  the  entire  party  has  shouted,  ''Theodore  Roosevelt!  " 

Then  the  leader  designates  another  person  to  think  of  some  one  or  some 
thing  and  "  throw  light  "  in  his  turn. 

This  is  a  book  of  "  throwing  light  "  on  the  Bible.  Each  little  section  of 
the  book  deals  with  a  separate  Bible  character  or  event  or  geographical 
feature  or  tree  or  animal  or  object  or  famous  sentence  or  something  of  the 
sort.  And  each  section  tells  about  its  subject,  item  after  item,  and  the 
reader  is  to  take  for  his  motto,  "Go  till  you  guess  1" 

If  he  guesses  the  person  or  thing  with  line  one,  his  score  for  that  section 
is  1 ;  if  he  has  to  go  on  to  the  second  line  before  he  guesses,  his  score  is  2 ; 
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hc  may  not  guess  it  until  he  reaches  the  very  last  line,  when  his  score  will  be 

5  or  6,  or  whatever  the  number  of  that  line  is.  If  he  does  not  guess  it  at 
all,  his  score  is  10.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  victor  will  be  the  one  with  the 
lowest  score,  and  the  best  record  that  can  be  made  will  consist  all  of  ones ; 
that  is,  for  twenty  sections  the  best  possible  record  would  be  20. 

In  "  throwing  light "  the  facts  least  likely  to  furnish  a  clue  are  placed 
first,  of  course,  and  those  that  are  quite  certain  to  "  give  the  thing  away  " 
are  reserved  for  the  last ;  therefore  only  those  well  informed  regarding  the 
Bible  will  make  a  record  consisting  of  ones  and  twos  and  threes. 

For  the  use  of  those  that  want  to  trace  all  these  facts,  many  Bible 
references  are  given  with  the  answers  in  the  back  of  the  book.  Reading 
these  references  will  make  the  book  exceedingly  instructive. 

Except  as  noted,  the  American  Standard  Version  of  the  Bible  is  used 
throughout,  by  permission  of  the  owners  of  the  copyright,  the  Inter- 
national Council  of  Religious  Education. 

The  entire  Bible  is  covered  by  "  Go  Till  You  Guess,"  and  familiarity 
with  these  recreations  will  give  you  a  good  working  knowledge  of  Holy 
Writ. 

This  book  is  for  both  solitary  and  social  use.  It  w  ill  serve  to  fill  with 
pleasure  and  profit  many  an  otherwise  lonely  hour.  When  a  company  is 
brought  together,  one  may  produce  the  book  and  begin  to  "  throw  light," 
bidding  his  hearers  to  "  go  till  they  guess."  He  must  make  sure  at  the 
start  that  they  understand  that  his  string  of  successive  bits  of  information 
all  relates  to  the  same  subject,  and  they  will  at  once  catch  the  idea.  There 
are  enough  very  easy  sections  in  the  book  to  lure  any  company  on  for  a 
long  time,  wMe  there  are  enough  hard  sections  to  make  the  book  interest- 
ing even  to  experienced  Bible  students. 

You  may  use  the  book  at  home,  and  especially  for  Sunday  afternoons 
or  for  home  gatherings  of  any  kind.  It  may  be  used  for  church  socials 
and  the  socials  of  young  people's  societies  and  Sunday-school  classes.  It 
is  entirely  different  from  the  author's  previous  book,  "  Know  Your  Bible?  " 
and  the  two  volumes  supplement  each  other  admirably.  Whoever  enjoys 
one  of  them  will  be  sure  to  enjoy  the  other.

2.  It  closes  with  a  fine  statement  of  "  the  whole  duty  of  man." 

3.  Its  refrain  is:  "  Vanity  of  vanities,  all  is  vanity." 

4.  It  declares:  "  Cast  thy  bread  upon  the  waters;  for  thou  shalt  find 
it  after  many  days." 

5.  It  tells  us  that  ''  a  living  dog  is  better  than  a  dead  lion." 

No.  3. 

1.  This  Book  is  a  series  of  accounts  of  great  Hebrew  patriots  and 
warriors. 

2.  They  extend  from  the  times  of  Joshua  to  the  times  of  Samuel. 
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3.  There  were  thirteen  of  these  saviors  of  the  people. 

4.  One  of  them  was  a  king. 

5.  The  greatest  of  them  was  Gideon. 

No.  4. 

1.  This  has  been  called  "The  Gospel  of  Spiritual  Insight." 

2.  It  is  the  greatest  book  ever  written. 

3.  It  was  written  by  "  the  beloved  disciple." 

4.  It  contains  the  account  of  the  raising  of  Lazarus. 

5.  It  reports  Christ's  discourse  and  prayer  at  the  last  supper. 

No.  5. 

1.  There  is  no  mention  of  God  in  this  Book. 

2.  It  is,  however,  an  account  of  a  wonderful  divine  providence. 

3.  It  presents  vivid  pictures  of  two  queens. 

4.  The  villain  of  the  Book  is  hanged. 

5.  Its   most   famous    sentence   is   probably   this:    "Who   knoweth 
whether  thou  art  not  come  to  the  kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this?  " 

No.  6. 

1.  The  name  of  this  Book  means  "  The  Second  Law." 

2.  The  Book  consists  of  an  address  in  three  installments. 

3.  It  is  a  Book  which  closed  a  great  era  and  prepared  for  another. 

4.  It  contains  "  the  blessings  and  the  cursings." 

5.  It  contains:  "  Thou  shalt  love  Jehovah  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might." 

No.  7. 

1.  This  is  the  only  anonymous  Book  of  the  New  Testament. 

2.  It  has  been  attributed  to  many,  including  Paul,  Barnabas,  and 
Apollos, 
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3.  It  contains  the  famous  Hero  Chapter. 

4.  It  contains  the  statement  that  Christ  was  "  in  all  points  tempted 
like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin." 

5.  It  contains  the  statement  that  "  Jesus  Christ  is  the  same  yesterday 
and  to-day,  yea  and  forever." 

No.  8. 

1.  This  is  the  great  missionary  Book  of  the  Old  Testament. 

2.  It  pictures  a  famous  runaway  from  duty. 

3.  It  tells  about  the  conversion  of  a  great  heathen  city. 

4.  It  is  a  presentation  of  God's  mercy. 

5.  One  of  its  sentences  is,  **  All  thy  waves  and  thy  billows  passed 
over  me.'* 

No.  9. 

1.  This  is  the  great  missionary  Book  of  the  New  Testament. 

2.  It  was  written  by  a  doctor. 

3.  It  describes  three  unequalled  missionary  journeys. 

4.  It  contains  an  account  of  a  sermon  which  won  three  thousand 
souls. 

5.  It  pictures  the  work  of  the  greatest  foreign  missionary. 

No.  10. 

1.  This  is  a  Book  full  of  wonderful  little  sentences. 

2.  It  contains  the  finest  of  all  descriptions  of  wisdom. 

3.  It  contains  a  powerful  account  of  a  drunkard. 

4.  In  it  is  a  beautiful  portrait  of  a  virtuous  woman. 

5.  A  sample  sentence  is:  "  The  wicked  flee  when  no  man  pursueth; 
but  the  righteous  are  bold  as  a  lion." 

No.  11. 
1.     This  is  the  Book  of  Beginnings. 
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2.  It  presents  a  marvellous  summary  of  the  most  ancient  history. 

3.  It  also  gives  four  extended  biographies  of  remarkable  interest  and 
value. 

4.  In  this  Book,  too,  are  many  subordinate  portraits  that  are  full  of 
distinctive  vitality. 

5.  The  Book  includes  a  story  which  a  company  of  Boston  authors 
once  voted  to  be  the  most  perfect  story  ever  written. 

No.  12. 

1.  This  is  a  glorious  little  Book,  by  Paul,  of  only  one  chapter. 

2.  It  is  about  a  man  named  "  Profitable." 

3.  It  was  written  to  one  of  Paul's  friends  in  Asia  Minor. 

4.  The  purpose  of  the  writing  is  to  urge  forgiveness. 

5.  In  it  the  writer  speaks  of  himself  as  "  Paul  the  aged." 


SERIES  II. 
Bible  Rivers  and  Other  Waters.

1.  This  river  flows  into  the  Jordan  from  the  east.

4.  Jacob  crossed  this  river  when  he  returned  from  Mesopotamia  with 
his  family. 

5.  Near  this  river  Jacob  wrestled  with  the  angel.

1.  This  river,  on  account  of  its  great  fall,  is  called  "  the  descender." 

2.  It  is  104  miles  long. 

3.  Its  source  is  1,000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  Mediterranean  and 
its  mouth  1,292  below  that  level. 

4.  Twice  the  river  was  miraculously  crossed. 

5.  Once  a  miraculous  cure  was  worked  by  its  waters. 

6.  It  is  by  far  the  most  important  river  of  Palestine. 

No.  3. 

1.  The  name  of  this  many-curved  river  signifies  "  tortuous." 

2.  The  soldiers  of  Sisera  were  swept  away  by  the  current  of  this 
river. 

3.  The  priests  of  Baal,  defeated  by  Elijah,  were  slain  on  the  bank 
of  this  river. 

4.  It  is  called  *'  that  ancient  river." 

5.  It  is  perhaps  the  second  river  of  Palestine  in  importance. 

6.  It  flows  through  the  Plain  of  Esdraelon  and  empties  into  the 
Mediterranean. 

No.  4. 

1.  The  name  of  this  pool  means  "  house  of  mercy." 

2.  Its  waters  were  supposed  to  have  healing  qualities. 

3.  Five  large  porches  surrounded  the  pool. 

4.  It  was  situated  near  the  sheep  gate,  in  northeastern  Jerusalem. 

5.  An  angel  was  said  to  come  to  this  pool  and  agitate  the  water. 

6.  Our  Lord  worked  one  of  his  miracles  at  this  pool. 

No.  5. 

1.  The  original  name  of  this  sea  was  Chinnereth. 

2.  Three  other  names  are  given  it  in  the  Bible. 
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3.  It  is  nearly  thirteen  miles  long  and  its  greatest  width  is  seven  and 
a  half  miles. 

4.  Its  surface  lies  682.5  feet  below  the  level  of  the  Mediterranean. 

5.  It  is  subject  to  sudden  and  severe  storms. 

6.  On  this  sea  Christ  worked  some  of  his  most  wonderful  miracles. 

No.  6. 

1.  This  is  a  pool,  whose  name  means  "  sent,"  referring  to  the  send- 
ing of  water  through  an  aqueduct. 

2.  It  receives,  through  an  aqueduct,  the  water  of  the  Fountain  of  the 
Virgin. 

3.  Near  by  was  a  tower  which  fell,  killing  eighteen  persons. 

4.  The  pool  is  fifty-eight  feet  long,  eighteen  broad,  and  nineteen 
deep. 

5.  It  is  situated  at  the  southeastern  corner  of  Jerusalem. 

6.  Christ  once  sent  a  blind  man  to  wash  in  this  pool. 

No.  7. 

1.  This  is  a  sea  sometimes  called  the  Sea  of  the  Arabah  or  Plain. 

2.  Its  surface  is  1,292  feet  lower  than  the  ocean  level. 

3.  It  is  about  47  miles  long  and  9^^  miles  broad. 

4.  It  is  1,300  feet  deep  at  its  deepest. 

5.  Its  water  contains  about  four  times  as  much  salt  as  ocean  water. 

6.  Its  common  name  is  derived  from  the  supposed  (but  not  com- 
plete) absence  of  life  in  its  waters. 

No.  8. 

1.  This  river  is  formed  by  two  others  called  the  White  and  the  Blue. 

2.  For  more  than  1,800  miles  it  traverses  tw^o  Bible  countries. 

3.  Its  annual  floods  raise  its  height  by  from  twenty- three  to  forty 
feet. 
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4.  If  there  is  no  flood  a  famine  results. 

5.  The  river  was  associated  with  the  life  of  Joseph. 

6.  It  was  associated  dramatically  with  the  career  of  Moses. 

No.  9. 

1.  This  is  called  in  the  Bible  "  the  Great  River  "  or  merely  "  the 
River." 

2.  It  was  one  of  the  rivers  of  Paradise. 

3.  It  is  about  1,800  miles  long. 

4.  It  was  once  turned  into  an  immense  excavation  in  order  to  give 
access  to  a  great  city. 

5.  It  was  considered  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Roman  Empire. 

6.  Abraham  was  born  on  its  banks. 

No.  10. 

1.  This  body  of  water  is  often  called  in  the  Bible  simply  "  the  sea." 

2.  It  is  also  called  "  the  sea  of  the  Philistines." 

3.  Sometimes  it  is  called  "  the  great  sea." 

4.  Jonah  sailed  upon  it  once. 

5.  Paul  sailed  upon  it  many  times. 

6.  It  is  two  thousand  miles  long. 

No.  11. 

1.  The  Hebrews  called  this  "  the  sea  of  sedge." 

2.  Its  Greek  (and  modern)  name  is  derived  from  the  reddish-brown 
cliffs  and  hills  which  border  it. 

3.  Its  northern  end  extends  into  two  gulfs. 

4.  Between  these  two  gulfs  took  place  the  most  momentous  event 
of  the  Old  Testament. 

5.  The  western  gulf  witnessed  one  of  the  greatest  of  Old  Testament 
miracles. 

6.  This  region  is  closely  associated  with  Moses. 
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SERIES  III. 
Bible  Speeches.

3.  In  it  he  asks:  '*  Whom  have  I  defrauded.^     Whom  have  I  op- 
pressed? " 

4.  In  it  he  says:   **  Far  be  it  from  me  that  I  should  sin  against 
Jehovah  in  ceasing  to  pray  for  you." 

5.  This  speech  was  confirmed  by  a  thunderstorm  in  wheat  harvest. 

No.  3. 

1.  This  address  was  a  summary  of  Old  Testament  history. 

2.  It  was  delivered  at  a  trial  for  life  or  death. 

3.  The  speaker  addressed  his  auditors  as  "  Ye  stiff-necked  and  un- 
drcumcised  in  heart  and  ears." 
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4.  The  address  closed  with  a  vision  of  Christ. 

5.  The  verdict  was  death  by  stoning. 

No.  4. 

1.  Two   farewell   addresses   by   the   same  man,   one  delivered   at 
Shechem. 

2.  A  sentence  from  them:  "  This  day  I  am  going  the  way  of  all  the 
earth." 

3.  Another  sentence:  **  Take  good  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves, 
that  ye  love  Jehovah  your  God." 

4.  Another:  "  Choose  you  this  day  whom  ye  will  serve." 

5.  The  result  was  a  solemn  covenant  between  God  and  the  people. 

No.  5. 

1.  This  address  was  made  from  a  stairway. 

2.  It  was  made  to  a  mob. 

3.  In  it  the  speaker  said:  "  I  persecuted  this  Way  unto  the  death.** 

4.  The  speech  ended:  "  I  will  send  thee  forth  far  hence  unto  the 
Gentiles." 

5.  The  result  was  an  enraged  uproar. 

No.  6. 

1.  This  speech  occupies  three  chapters  of  Matthew. 

2.  A  shorter  form  is  given  by  Luke. 

3.  It  contains  the  Lord's  prayer. 

4.  It  opens  with  eight  "  blesseds." 

5.  It  closes  with  the  parable  of  tv,^o  foundations. 

No.  7. 

1.     The  direct  results  of  this  sermon  were  the  greatest  recorded  in 
history. 
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2.  In  It  the  speaker  said:  "  This  Jesus  did  God  raise  up,  whereof  we 
all  are  witnesses." 

3.  He  also  said:  "  To  you  is  the  promise,  and  to  your  children,  and 
CO  all  that  are  afar  off." 

4.  The  speech  followed  one  of  the  most  wonderful  events  of  history. 

5.  The  speaker  was  the  leader  of  the  Twelve. 

No.  8. 

1.  This  address  was  made  before  a  king  by  a  prisoner. 

2.  In  it  the  speaker  asked:  "  Why  is  it  judged  incredible  with  you, 
if  God  doth  raise  the  dead?  " 

3.  He  also  said:  "  I  was  not  disobedient  unto  the  heavenly  vision." 

4.  The  king  said:  "  With  but  little  persuasion  thou  wouldest  make 
me  a  Christian." 

5.  The  address  was  made  in  Caesarea. 

No.  9. 

1.  These  addresses  occupy  the  greater  part  of  one  of  the  longest 
Books  of  the  Bible. 

2.  They  contain  a  remarkable  series  of  blessings  and  curses. 

3.  They  contain  a  form  of  the  Ten  Commandments. 

4.  They  contain  a  summary  of  the  Law. 

5.  Verses  from  them  are  placed  in  the  phylacteries. 

No.  10. 

1.  This  address  occupies  three  chapters  of  John's  Gospel. 

2.  It  contains  the  words,  ''  I  am  the  way,  and  the  truth,  and  the  life." 

3.  Also  the  sentence,  "  Ye  are  my  friends,  if  ye  do  the  things  which 
I  command  you." 

4.  Also  the  promise:   "If  ye  shall  ask  anything  of  the  Father,  he 
will  give  it  you  in  my  name." 

5.  The  address  was  spoken  in  an  upper  room  in  Jerusalem. 
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SERIES  IV. 
Bible  Mothers.

4.  She  pondered  his  words  and  acts,  but  did  not  seem  to  understand 
him. 

5.  At  his  death  he  put  her  in  the  charge  of  his  dearest  friend. 

No.  3. 

1.  She  was  the  first  mother. 

2.  She  lived  in  western  Asia. 

3.  She  had  three  sons  whose  names  we  know. 

4.  Her  oldest  son  slew  the  second  son. 

5.  The  first  sin  is  laid  to  her  account. 

No.  4. 
1.     This  mother,  because  she  was  childless,  was  tormented  by  a 
second  wife,  who  had  children. 
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2.  Her  husband  asked,  "  Am  I  not  better  to  thee  than  ten  sons?  " 

3.  As  her  lips  moved  in  prayer,  the  priest  mistook  her  for  a  drunken 
woman. 

4.  She  received  a  son  in  answer  to  prayer. 

5.  She  made  him  a  special  robe  every  year. 

No.  5. 

1.  The  mother  of  Paul's  beloved  young  helper. 

2.  She  is  described  as  a  woman  of  "  unfeigned  faith." 

3.  She  taught  her  son  the  Scriptures  from  his  earliest  years. 

4.  He  became  pastor  of  the  important  church  of  Ephesus. 

5.  Paul  wrote  him  two  wonderful  letters. 

No.  6. 

1.  She  was  the  mother  of  a  man  whose  birth  was  foretold  in  the  last 
two  verses  of  the  Old  Testament. 

2.  She  became  old  but  was  childless. 

3.  An  angel  foretold  that  she  should  bear  a  son. 

4.  Before  the  son  was  born,  she  had  a  visit  from  a  kinswoman  from 
the  north. 

5.  The  son  became  a  great  preacher,  who  suffered  a  martyr's  death. ' 

No.  7. 

1.  With  her  and  for  her  the  greatest  of  the  Hebrew  kings  com- 
mitted two  of  the  greatest  crimes. 

2.  The  king  was  severely  rebuked  by  a  prophet. 

3.  As  was  foretold,  the  child  of  this  evil  marriage  died. 

4.  Then  she  had  a  second  child,  who  became  a  great  king  and  a 
very  wise  man. 

5.  But  it  was  only  through  her  efforts,  and  the  prophet's,  that  her 
son  became  king. 
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No.  8. 

1.  This  was  "  a  great  woman,"  who  had  no  son. 

2.  She  made  a  little  room  on  the  wail,  which  she  set  apart  for  a 
prophet. 

3.  In  return  the  prophet  foretold  that  she  should  have  a  son. 

4.  When  the  boy  grew  up  he  fell  sick  and  died.

5.  Its  text  was  an  altar  dedicated  "  to  an  unknown  god."

1.  The  name  of  a  mountain  and  also  of  an  extensive  mountainous 
district  east  of  the  Jordan. 

2.  The  Jabbok  cuts  this  district  in  two. 

3.  Elijah  lived  in  this  region. 

4.  The  last  interview  between  Jacob  and  Laban  took  place  here. 

5.  The  region  was  famous  for  its  balm.

4.  Some  of  David's  musical  instruments  were  made  from  this  tree. 

5.  The  stork  nested  in  its  branches. 

7.  The  tree  is  a  conifer. 

No.  7. 

1.  This  is  the  most  stately  tree  of  the  Bible. 

2.  Isaiah  speaks  of  idols  made  from  this  tree. 
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3.  Ezekiel  mentions  its  use  for  masts, 

4.  It  was  much  used  in  palaces  and  temples.

6.  It  was  found  in  Lebanon.

1.  This  temple  in  Ephesus  was  one  of  the  seven  wonders  of  the 
world. 

2.  It  served  as  a  vast  treasury  and  place  of  deposit  for  wealth. 
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3.  It  was  four  times  as  large  as  the  Parthenon  at  Athens. 

4.  It  was  3421/^  feet  long  and  164  feet  wide. 

5.  It  had  a  hundred  columns  55  feet  high,  each  made  from  one  block 
of  marble. 

6.  It  was  splendidly  adorned  by  the  greatest  Grecian  sculptors. 

No.  4. 

1.  This  was  a  castle  in  Jerusalem. 

2.  It  adjoined  the  temple  on  the  northwest. 

3.  It  was  named  in  honor  of  Marc  Antony. 

4.  A  Roman  legion  was  stationed  here  to  keep  order  in  Jerusalem, 
especially  during  festivals. 

5.  Paul  once  addressed  a  mob  from  the  stairs  of  this  building. 

No.  5. 

1.  This  building  in  Jerusalem  was  one  of  the  seven  wonders  of  the 
world. 

2.  It  cost  nearly  two  and  one-half  billion  dollars. 

3.  It  was  planned  by  one  king  and  built  by  another  with  the  aid  of 
a  third. 

4.  The  entire  interior  was  overlaid  with  gold. 

5.  It  lasted  four  centuries  and  was  destroyed  by  Nebuchadnezzar. 

No.  6. 

1.  This  waS'  a  lofty  structure  begun  soon  after  the  flood. 

2.  It  was  built  of  bricks  cemented  with  bitumen. 

3.  The  purpose  of  the  structure  was  to  establish  a  center  for  a  cen- 
tralized world  power.

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2.  The  mountain  has  two  names,  used  interchangeably. 

3.  It  is  situated  between  the  two  northern  arms  of  the  Red  Sea.

5.  On  this  mountain  Elijah  received  a  revelation  from  Jehovah. 

No.  6. 

1.  Two  mountains  to  the  north  and  south  of  Shechem. 

2.  On  the  southern  mountain  was  the  temple  of  the  Samaritans. 

3.  This  is  the  mountain  referred  to  in  Christ's  conversation  at  Jacob's 
well. 

4.  On  the  southern  mountain  Jotham  proclaimed  his  parable  to  the 
men  of  Shechem. 

5.  Representatives  of  six  tribes  stood  on  one  mountain  and  represen- 
tatives of  the  other  six  tribes  stood  on  the  other  mountain,  pronouncing 
the  blessings  and  curses. 

No.  7. 

1.  This  mountain  is  the  traditional  scene  of  Christ's  temptation. 

2.  Its  name  is  Latin  meaning  "  Forty  Days." 

3.  The  name  refers  to  the  length  of  Christ's  fast,  supposed  to  have 
been  spent  in  one  of  its  caves. 

4.  The  mountain  is  near  Jericho. 

5.  It  is  part  of  the  wilderness  of  Judsea,  where  John  the  Baptist  lived.

5.  He  was  one  of  the  few  greatest  men  of  all  time. 

No.  5. 

1.  He  wrote  more  Books  of  the  Bible  than  any  other  writer. 

2.  His  Books  are  the  standard  of  Christian  philosophy. 

3.  He  was  the  greatest  man  (of  course  omitting  the  God-man)  of 
the  New  Testament — probably  the  greatest  of  all  time. 

4.  His  writings  range  from  tenderness  and  gentle  humor  to  the  most 
exalted  eloquence. 

5.  His  Books — thirteen  and  perhaps  fourteen — are  all  in  the  form  of 
letters. 

No.  6. 

1.  The  greatest  poet  of  the  Bible  and  one  of  the  greatest  that  ever 
lived. 

2.  His  Book  is  for  most  readers  the  best-loved  of  the  Old  Testament. 

3.  It  is  the  longest  Book  of  the  Bible. 

4.  It  also  contains  the  longest  chapter  in  the  Bible. 

5.  He  did  not  write  all  of  it,  but  his  writings  dominate  it. 

No.  7. 

1.  He  was  a  doctor,  and  the  historian  of  the  Christian  church. 

2.  His  life  of  Christ  has  been  called  "  the  most  beautiful  book  ever 
written." 

3.  It  is  notable  for  its  Christian  hymns,  and  for  the  prominence  of 
women  and  angels. 
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4.  It  alone  gives  us  the  parables  of  the  prodigal  son,  the  good  Sa- 
maritan, and  the  rich  man  and  Lazarus. 

5.  Without  his  second  Book  we  should  know  very  little  about  the 
great  life  of  Paul. 

No.  8. 

1.  This  Book,  in  one  chapter,  was  written  by  one  of  our  Lord's 
brothers. 

2.  In  the  first  verse  he  speaks  of  a  brother  of  his  who  also  wrote  a 
Book  of  the  New  Testament. 

3.  He  exhorts  his  readers  to  "  contend  earnestly  for  the  faith  which 
was  once  for  all  delivered  unto  the  saints." 

4.  He  condemns  certain  heretics  who  are  "  clouds  without  water, 
carried  along  by  winds." 

5.  He  closes  with  a  magnificent  doxology. 

No.  9. 

1.  The  writer  of  this  Book  was  one  of  Paul's  helpers  who  displeased 
him  by  withdrawing  from  a  dangerous  journey,  but  in  later  years  was 
restored  to  his  favor. 

2.  He  became  a  helper  of  Barnabas,  his  imcle. 

3.  Later  he  became  a  helper  of  Peter,  who  is  said  to  have  furnished 
most  of  the  material  for  his  Book. 

4.  His  Book  is  the  most  vivid  of  the  lives  of  Christ. 

5.  He  had  two  names,  one  of  them  being  John. 

No.  10. 

1.  He  wrote  one  thousand  and  five  songs. 

2.  He  spoke  three  thousand  proverbs. 

3.  One  of  his  Books  is  the  most  remarkable  collection  of  practical 
wisdom  ever  made. 
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4.  Another,  written  in  his  old  age,  is  a  wonderful  analysis  of  human 
experience. 

5.  The  third  is  an  exquisite  love  song,  probably  a  spiritual  allegory. 

No.  11. 

1.  He  wrote  a  life  of  Christ  and  four  other  Books  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. 

2.  His  life  of  Christ  is  marked  by  the  profoundest  spiritual  insight. 

3.  It  alone  tells  us  about  Christ's  first  miracle. 

4.  It  alone  relates  the  raising  of  Lazarus. 

5.  We  owe  to  it  the  priceless  discourse  at  the  last  supper  and  the 
prayer  that  followed. 

No.  12. 

1.  The  most  brilliant  of  all  the  Bible  writers,  a  master  of  exalted  and 
magnificent  prose  style.  I 

2.  The  seer  with  the  surest  and  fullest  vision  of  the  Messiah. 

3.  A  bit  from  his  writings:  "A  man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted 
with  grief." 

4.  Another  bit:  *'  How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of 
him  that  bringeth  good  tidings." 

5.  Another:  "  The  people  that  walked  in  darkness  have  seen  a  great 
light."
